Dr.  Rushbrooke  "• 

To  my  fellow-Baptists  everywhere  I  would  send 
a  personal  word  of  fraternal  greeting,  rejoicing  in 
memories  of  happy  intercourse  with  very  many  of 
you,  and  commending  all  to  God  and  to  the  word  of 
His  grace. 

From  the  time  of  the  First  Baptist  World  Con¬ 
gress  (London,  1905),  at  which  our  Alliance  was 
founded,  and  largely  owing  to  their  use  at  that 
Congress,  two  hymns  have  stood  aui^as  the  popular 
anthems  of  our  people.  I  havemeard  them  in  all 
parts  of  the  earth,  and  they  appear  in  the  pro¬ 
gramme  of  every  international  gathering  we  hold. 

The  first  of  these  is: 

‘‘Blest  be  the  tie  that  binds 
Our  hearts  in  Christian  love.” 

How  deeply  meaningful  are  its  words  in  these 
days  of  trial  and  separation!  They  tell  of  an  in¬ 
destructible  fellowship  which  transcends  all  racial 
and  social,  political  and  cultural,  distinctions.  Ia 
Jesus  Christ  we  are  one.  Rising  above  &11  differ¬ 
ences  of  opinion  on  mundane  issues,  and  all  tha 
passions  of  war,  let  the  Inspiration  and  joy  of  this 
spiritual  fact  flood  our  hearts  and  minds.  So  shall 
our  love  be  sustained  again,  in  God’s  good  time,  we 
who  are  now  parted  and,  perchance,  even  dwell  in 
hostile  lands,  shall  again  meet  and  again  unitedly 
acclaim  the  enduring  tie  of  Christian  brotherhood

Methodists  to  Enlist  Laymen:  A  plan  to  enlist 
8RtKI)  Methodist  laymen  to  work  with  pastors  in 
connection  with  the  church’s  week  of  dedication 
Feb.  128  to  March  7  has  been  announced  by  a  com¬ 
mittee  on  arrangements.  According  to  the  plan, 
pastors  and  laymen  will  call  8,000,000  Methodists  to 
a  new  ‘‘dedication  of  self,  service  an<^  substance" 
during  the  week.  Laymen  will  occupy  all  pulpits  of 
the  denomination  Feb.  21  and  speak  for  pastors  in 
churches  oiy  circuits  which  normally  would  not  have 
aervices  on  Feb.  28  and  March  7. 

Coolness  of  churchgoers  to  the  Quisling  regime 
was  demonstrated  recently  when  the  Quislingist 
bishop  of  Oslo,  Lars  Froeyland,  visited  his  native 
village  of  Hoevaag  and  decided  to  hold  a  special 
■ervice  in  the  local  church.  A  total  of  16  appeared, 
including  the  ^bishop’s”  close  relatives  and  ten 
Quisling  supporters.  The  church  organist  remained 
at  his  post  throughout  the  worship  portion  of  the 
service.  When  Froeyland  began  to  preach,  he  arose 
and  left  the  building. 

Rev.  L.  S.  eblf,  pastor  of  the  Baptist  church  of 

Refugio,  Texas,  and  formerly  pastor  at  Marks,  re¬ 
cently  observed  his  seventh  anniversary.  Some  of 
the  accomplishments  of  these  seven  years  were  680 
additions;  total  contributions  of  $^5,361.25,  and  mis¬ 
sion  contributions  of  $4,751.89.  The  church  is  out 
of  debt  and  there  is  a  fine  spirit  of  feHpwship  among 
the  members.  '

Those  in  charge  of  the  mailing  of  the  Baptist 
Record  have  rendered  excellent  service  in  dis¬ 
charging  each  week  a  heavy  task.  Mailing  29,000 
papers  weekly  is  no  easy  task. 

Due  mainly  to  the  system  used,  errors  in  mailing 
were  creeping  in.  At  the  December  meeting  the 
Executive  Committee  authorized  thoroughly  depart- 
mentizing  the  Baptist  Record.  v-  The  mailing  was 
placed  under  Business  Management. 

Immediately  we  secured  the  services  of  Mr.  J.  B. 
Robinson,  Crystal  Springs,  who  comes  to  us  Janu¬ 
ary  15th,  as  Baptist  Record  Bookkeeper  and  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Mailing,  in  the  meantime  helpers 
have  altered  the  system.  It  will  take  some  few 
weeks  to  check  all  29,000  plus  addresses.  We  are 
working  at  it. 

Editor  Goodrich  (also  Circulation  Manager)  is 
giving  us  a  good  paper.  We  want  the  folks  ALL  to 
get  it! 

Incidentally,  give  us  about  5,000  more  subscriptions 
and  the  Baptist  Record,  promoting  the  Cause  of 
Christ,  will  stand  first  in  paid  circulation  in  Mis¬ 
sissippi  so  far  as  Mississippi  newspapers  are  con¬ 
cerned.  Baptists  are  first  in  numbers,  in  Missions, 
etc.,  why  not  first  in  this  also!

When  Paul  said,  “The  love  of  Christ  constraineth 
us,”  he  summarized  the  truth  about  Christ’s  power 
in  heaven  and  on  earth.  The  love  of  gracious  sym¬ 
pathy  and  sacrifice,  brought  to  earth  by  Christ  Him¬ 
self,  holds  together  continually— always— the  world 
of  good  spirits.  It  is  the  love  whose  Impulses  are 
aroused  by  the  consciousness  of  need.  The  need  of 
the  world  was  a  Saviour.  Love  gave  the  Saviour  free¬ 
ly.  That  love  was  back  of  the  Old  Testament  pro¬ 
phecies.  It  found  expression  in  the  life  of  Christ  as 
He  went  about  doing  good.  It  was  measured  on  the 
cross  of  Calvary.  It  was  tested  in  the  tomb.  Its  vic¬ 
tory  began  in  the  resurrection.  It  assumed  Its  prop¬ 
er  place  In  the  ascension.  It  dwells  In  the  hearts  of 
those  who  are  saved  by  faith  in  Christ,  leading  them 
to  victory  in  life  eternal. 

The  love  of  Christ  keeps  us  In  its  bonds  of  gentle¬ 
ness,  busy  In  the  Lord’s  work  In  our  proper  orbit 
about  the  true  center  of  gravity — Christ.

The  Payne*  Baptist  Church  (organised  ia  1864) 
under  the  wise  leadership  of  O.  B.  Beverly,  their 
present  beloved  and  noble  pastor,  dedicated  their 
fifteen  thousand  dollar  new  building  debt-free  Jan¬ 
uary  the  3rd,  1943.  The  co-operation  In  the  con¬ 
struction  from  the  start,  was  evidenced  In  that  all 
of  the  funds  and  material  came  by  free-will  offer¬ 
ings,  not  only  from  the  members  of  the  church,  but 
from  many  friends  from  other  denominations.  The 
Treasurer’s  report  stated  that  the  Pastor’s  salary 
was  paid  In  full,  obligations  to  the  Co-operative 
program  met,  NOW  PLEDGE  practically  liquidated, 
fifty  dollars  sent  to  the  orphanage  and  a  balance  of 
over  $200  in  the  treasury. 

The  deacons  recommended  a  budget  for  1943 
with  a  good  increase  over  'the  1942  budget,  adding 
$120^00  to  the  pastor's  salary.  (This  is  an  Every 
Family  church. — Editor.) 

The  pastor  then  awarded  fifty-four  diplomas  and 
awards  to  the  Sunday  School  officers  and  teachers 
and  fourteen  awards  to  officers  and  members  of  the 
Training  Union,  at  the  close  of  the  program. 

This  Is  a  half-time  church  with  the  strong  proba¬ 
bility  that  It  will  soon  go  to  full  time.  There  Is  not 
a  wealthy  family  In  the  church.  It  approaches  the 
100  per  cent  mark  of  being  a  missionary  Baptist 
church. 

Surely  a  miracle  has  been  wrought  In  the  Paynes 
Baptist  Church.

this  country,  to  set  the  relation  of  Protestant  Chris¬ 
tianity  to  Hispanio  America  In  a  perspective  which 
does  violence  both  to  historical  truth  and  contem¬ 
porary  fact. 

“We  deplore  the  pretension  of  the  Roman  Catho¬ 
lic  hierarchy  to  circumscribe  the  religious  freedom 
of  Protestant  Christians  in  the  proclamation  of 
their  faith,  while  by  implication  reserving  for  them¬ 
selves  the  right  to  the  universal  proclamation  of 
their  own.  . .  . 

“The  churches  represented  in  this  Council  (The 
North  American  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ) 
will  continue  to  avoil  themselves  of  the  constitu¬ 
tional  freedom  which  the  republics  of  Hispanio 
America  grant  to  the  representatives  of  every 
faith.  .  .  .”  (Time,  December  21,  1942,  page  74.) 

In  the  situation  now  obtaining  in  the  world  mis¬ 
sionary  enterprise  in  which  many  hitherto  effec¬ 
tive  fields  have  been  temporarily  closed  by  the  war, 
it  is  unthinkable  that  evangelical  Christians  will 
allow  the  Roman  Catholic  hierarchy  in  this  coun¬ 
try  to  hinder  the  extension  of  our  efforts  to  take 
the  Gospel  to  our  neighbors  in  Latin  America.

which  no  strain  has  loosed  or  broken.  Whom  God 
hath  joined  together,  oceans  cannot  part,  and  man 
cannot  put  asunder. 

The  second  Is: 

“All  Hall  the  Power  of  Jesus’  Name,”  with  its  stir¬ 
ring  refrain,  “Crown  Him  Lord  of  All." 

How  direct  and  significant  is  its  message!  “Lord 
of  all” — nothing  left  aside.  It  implies  the  enthrone¬ 
ment  of  Jesus  in  all  life — personal  and  social,  eco¬ 
nomic  and  cultural,  national  and  international.  It 
is  His  royal  authority  which  Is  flouted  and  rejected 
In  the  evils  by  which  men  destroy  themselves  and 
one  another;  and  it  is  in  His  Name  alone  that  we 
can  hope  to  take  any  effective  part  in  shaping  a 
“new  earth  wherein  dwelleth  righteousness,”  and  in 
which  war  shall  be  no  more.  As  we  seek  to  over¬ 
come  the  moral  and  spiritual  chaos  of  our  age,  we 
can  never  forget  that  finally  everything  turns  on 
persons  and  on  their  relation  to  Jesus  Christ.  “None 
but  changed  people  can  change  the  world”  was  the 
message  of  our  Atlanta  Congress.

and  act  on  every  day  of  the  year. 

The  verse  contains  three  vital  truths,  two  of 
them  challenges,  the  third  a  promise.  “Commit 
thy  way  unto  the  Lord.”  Here  is  God’s  challenge 
to  make  the  once-for-all  commital  of  our  lives  in 
this  world,  or  reaffirm  a  life  committal  already 
made.  This  means  for  many  of  us  the  reaffirming 
of  our  committal  to  Christ  as  the  Lord  of  our  daily 
lives  in  all  their  relationships.  It  means  our  re¬ 
committal  to  the  practice  of  the  lordship  of  Jesus 
Christ.  It  Involves  the  long-range  decision  as  to 
the  direction  one  takes  and  the  destiny  he  will 
reach.  It  Is  the  committal  to  the  long  journey  with 
Christ,  and  In  His  direction  and  toward  the  Heaven¬ 
ly  Home. 

But  a  journey  is  not  made  by  one  long  step;  It 
Is  made  by  many,  many  steps.  It  is  as  though  one 
committed  himself  to  walk  to  the  post  office,  and 
then  actually  walked,  step  by  step,  to  his  purposed 
destination.  Every  time  he  raises  and  lowers  his 
foot  he  confirms  his  first  committal  and  demon¬ 
strates  it  to  the  world.  He  is  saying  with  every 
step:  "I  will,  I  do,  I  will,  I  do.” 

And  so  the  Psalmist  also  challenges  us  t »  “trust 
also  In  Him”  to  who  we  have  committed  our  way. 
Here  we  are  challenged  day.  by  day,  even  moment 
by  moment,  to  think  and  do  and  say  that  which  we 
know  God  would  have  us  do.  This  is  trusting  him, 
entrusting  our  lives  to  him,  in  the  commonplace 
activities  of  every-day  living,  in  home,  in  office. 

In  shop,  on  street,  everywhere.  For  by  every  Chris¬ 
tian  act,  a  Christian  reaffirms  his  committal  to 
Christ  and  demonstrates  to  the  world  the  lordship 
over  him  of  Jesus  Christ.  Even  so  we  may  live, 
trusting  also  In  Him.  through  each  day  of  1943. 

A  marvelous  promise  is  attacked  to  each  day 
lived  in  faith.  “And  He  shall  bring  It  to  pass." 
Bring  what  to  pass?  He  will  bring  to  pass  for  those 
who  live  the  life  of  faith  that  which  everyone  de¬ 
sires  most  of  all,  for  himself  and  his  loved  ones.  He 
will  bring  to  pass  that  which  Is  best.  To  be  sure, 
what  we  desire  the  most  is  not  always  or  necessarily 
that  which  is  best  for  us. 

The  question  therefore  which  searches  us  out  the 
most  deeply  is  this:  Do  we  dare  desire  for  ourselves, 
whatever  It  nfSy  be,  that  which  God  knows  is  best 
for  us?  Do  we  trust  God  this  fully?  Will  we  live 
our  lives  day  by  day  throughout  1943  trusting  in 
Him  with  a  vital,  living  faith  like  this? 

Nineteen  forty-three  will  undoubtedly  be  a  hard 
year  for  each  one  of  us.  .  For  millions  it  will  be  the 
last  year.  For  others  it  will  be  a  fateful  year.  For 
our  world  It  will  probably  be  one  of  those  pivotal 
years  upon  which,  every  now  and  then,  a  century 
turns.  But  for  everyone  who  will  “trust  also  in 
Him”  God  will  bring  to  pass  that  which  He  in  His 
grace  and  wisdom  knows  to  be  best.  With  this  as¬ 
surance  in  our  hearts  we  can  Indeed  enter  into1 
1943  with  courage  and  hope  and  joy.

University  and  was  nominated  for  vice  president  of 
the  United  8tates  by  the  prohibition  national  con¬ 
vention  in  1892. 

For  more  than  50  years  he  conducted  Sunday 
School  classes  at  Waco  and  Dallas;  in  later  years  his

ualism  and  Totalitarianism.  The  world-shaking 
issue  confronts  humanity  with  one  of  the  major 
crises  of  all  history.  The  present  Immeasurably 
momentous  hour  imperiously  challenges  the  sanest 
thought  and  the  noblest  behavior  of  all  mankind. 
The  founding  fathers  of  our  beloved  country  recog¬ 
nized  God  as  the  supreme  source  of  our  needed 
wisdom  and  strength,  by  writing  into  the  declara¬ 
tion  of  pur  country’s  independence,  that  all  men 
are  endowed  by  their  Creator  with  certain  Inalien¬ 
able  rights,  especially  naming  life,  liberty  and  the 
pursuit  of  happiness.  Of  all  the  errors  running 
through  the  bestialized  philosophy  of  mad  dictators, 
now  seeking  to  scuttle  civilization,  the  most  per¬ 
nicious  and  horrible  error  is  the  brazen  and  blas¬ 
phemous  contempt  for  the  worth  and  dignity  of 
human  life — of  any  and  every  human  life,  anywhere 
and  everywhere.  All  the  great  reforms  In  history 
have  been  waged  for  the  rights  of  the  individual, 
whether  in  politics,  economics  or  religion. 

In  the  present,  destiny-determining  days,  let  us 
make  John  Oitenham’s  words  our  very  own: 

‘  Man  proposes,  God  disposes. 

Still  our  trust  in  Him  reposes, 

Who  in  war-time  still  makes  roses." 

When  President  Washington  was  inaugurated  as 
our  first  President,  he  i^tered  these  wisely  admoni¬ 
tory  words:  “Heaven  can  never  smile  on  a  nation 
that  disregards  the  rules  of  order  and  right.”  Surely, 
it  behooves  us  faithfully  to  see  to  it.  In  all  our  pro¬ 
grams  and  progress  that  righteousness  is  supremely 
enthroned,  everywhere.

In  one  of  the  supremely  decisive  hours  In  the  life 
of  Robert  Louis  Stevenson,  he  gives  this  personal 
testimony:  “I  came  about  like  g  well-handled  ship.

We  are  sharing  with  you  excerpts  from  a  letter 
written  by  Mrs.  C.  K.  Dozier  and  Mrs.  Edwin  Dozier. 
You  will  probably  remember  these  as  two  of  our 
missionaries  to  Japan: 

Baptist  Bible  School  of  Hawaii 
2325  University  Avenue 
Honolulu,  T.  H.  November  6,  1942 

Dear  Friends: 

Eighteen  months  have  passed  since  God  led  us 
to  pitch  our  tent  in  Hawaii.  We  did  not  know  any 
of  the  people  here.  As  we  began  the  work  a  pro¬ 
found  consciousness  filled  our  souls  that  God  must 
be  In  the  beginning. 

"We  knew  not  what  the  future  held  of  marvel  or 
surprise, 

But  were  assured  that  in  life  or  death  His  mercy 
underlies.” 

We  look  back  upon  the  short  and  some  difficult 


here.  We  greatly  rejoice  that  we  can  work  for  and 
with  the  Japanese  people  here.  Our  only  regret  Is 
that  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  not  more  work¬ 
ers  here  to  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity 
which  may  never  be  possible  again. 

A  very  short  time  after  we  came  we  held  the  first 
service  in  the  Japanese  language  in  the  little  Olivet 
« Baptist  Church.  After  much  visiting  there  six 
came.  For  the  past  few  months  men  and  women 
have  been  coming — not  once,  but  regularly  every 
Sunday.  One  Sunday  morning  three  men  came —  . 
each  one  made  a  gift  of  twenty-five  dollars  in 
“gratitude  to  God  that  He  had  sent  workers  here 
at  such  a  time  to  work  with  Japanese  people.”  The 
time  of  seed  sowing  requires  patience,  but  we  were 
happy  to  have  thirty-three  adults  worshipping  God 
on  Sunday  morning  In  the  Japanese  language  de¬ 
partment  of  the  church. 

You  would  have  rejoiced  with  us  could  you  have 
been  here  on  September  twentieth  where  one  man 
and  two  women — the  first  fruits  in  Hawaii  of  Jap¬ 
anese  speaking  Baptist — were  baptized  with  twenty 
others  of  our  Olivet  and  Wahiawa  churches.  A  Navy 
Chaplain  baptized  one  of  his  boys,  then  followed  an 
Army  Chaplain  baptizing  a  young  soldier  of  the 
Lord  Jesus.  Pastor  Koon  baptized  young  people  of 
several  nationalities — followed  by  Pastor  BeLote 
whose  young  people  followed  their  Lord  In  baptism. 
Then,  came  Edwin  with  his  three  candidates.  He 
used  the  Japanese  language  as  he  buried  them  with 
Christ.  One  of  our  fine  (Louisville  Seminary)  Chap¬ 
lains  said,  “This  has  been  one  of  most  impressive 
services  I  ever  witnessed  and  when  Edwin  baptized 
his  candidates  it  broke  me  up — I  wept.  We  ought 
to  tell  this  all  over  the  world — at  a  time  like  this — 
when  we  are  all  at  war  that  such  a  thing  could 
happen.  Yes,  the  love  of  Christ  breaks  all  barriers 
down. 

Often  deepest  appreciation  Is  expressed  by  the 
Japanese  when  we  visit  In  their  homes  and  talk 
with  them  in  their  own  language.  One  of  the  finest 
bits  6f  service  for  the  past  six  months  has  been  a 
group  of  elderly  Japanese  women  who  have  given 
an  after  noon  each  week  in  knitting  sweaters,  mak¬ 
ing  hospital  slippers  for  American  soldiers,  and 
making  several  dozen  quilts  for  children.  From  this 
group  we  expect  some  to  come  into  the  Kingdom. 

A  glorious  opportunity  came  when  the  large  Jap¬ 
anese  hospital  (now  under  the  U.  a  Army)  invited 
Miss  Thelma  Williams  to  be  a  nurse  there  with 
freedom  to  teach  the  Gospel.  God  works  In  marvel¬ 
ous  ways.  We  hope  to  have  services  there  soon.

Recently  a  college  graduate,  who  had  been  de-  • 
prived  of  the  usual  childhood  education,  was  re¬ 
lating  some  of  the  tremendous  difficulties  he  has 
had  to  meet  because  of  his  lack  of  foundation.  Those 
who  know  him  look  upon  him  as  a  great  success 
and  have  only  admiration  in  their  hearts  for  a 
man  who  has  accomplished  so  much  against  such 
odds.  But  he  said:  "If  I  live  to  be  eighty  I  can 
never  get  what  I  really  needed  as  a  little  boy.  I 
had  to  begin  at  the  wrong  starting  point.”  Is  not 
that  a  picture  of  a  church  without  a  Full  Graded 
Woman’s  Missionary  Union?  How  many  adult 
church  members  have  you  not  heard  cry  out,  “If  I 
only  had  training  and  Information  earlier”-  How 
necessary  it  is  that  missionary  education  begin  at  . 
the  right  starting  point. 

The  only  and  sufficient  answer  to  such  a  need 
is  found  in  the  Full  Graded  Woman’s  Missionary 
Union.

The  church  also  raised  the 
pastor’s  salary  $10.00  per  month  the  first  of  Octo¬ 
ber.

“Is  your  mother  a  Christian?”  “Don’t 
know  has  been  superintendent  of  the 
Sunday  School  of  the  same  church  for 
some  time.” 

"Have  you  a  sister?”  ”Yes,  sir.” 

“Is  she  a  Christian?”  "Don’t  know; 
she  has  the  primary  department  in  the 
Sabbath  School.” 

"Do  your  father  and  mother  ever  ask 
the  blessing  at  the  table?”  "No,  sir.” 

"Did  your  father,  mother,  or  sister 
ever  ask  you  to  be  a  Christian?”  “Mr.

I  went  to  my 
home,  but  could  not  rest. 

Early  the  next  morning  I  went  back 
to  the  house,  and  touched  the  door  bell. 
The  door  quickly  swung  open,  and  I  was 
making  my  way  up  to  the  room,  when 
the  maid  of  the  bouse  called  me  back, 
and  said,  ’Do  you  know,  sir,  that  he  died 
half-an-hour  after  you  were  here  yester¬ 
day  afternoon?’  I  do  not  know  what  any 
other  man  would  say  about  it,  but  I  have.

Sin  rules  the 
day.  Satan  is  not  asleep.  Millions  are 
lost.  They  are  lost  now.  They  are  “con¬ 
demned  already.”  They  are  going  to 
hell  if  they  don’t  turn  to  Christ,  the 
only  Deliverer  from  sin.  For  us  to  be 
unconcerned  is  a  crime.  If  we  do  not 
warn  them,  their  blood  will  be  on  our 
hands.  World  conditions  should  call  to 
the  front  all  the  evangelistic  fervor  of 
cur  souls. 

The  second  reason  I  menUon  why  I 
believe  in  evangelism  is  it  is  the  only 
remedy.  Christ  is  Uie  only  hope  of  lost 
men.  The  evangelistic  note  from  a  hot 
heart  is  the  way  tds^each  men  in  this 
bell-bound  world.  Everything  else  has 
failed.  Everything  else  will  fail.  The 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is  the  one  and 
only  hope.  Jesus  stands  ready,  willing, 
able,  mighty  to  save  when  the  sinner 
comes  to  Him.  But  His  word  to  us  is 
“Go.”  It  is  the  business  of  every  Chris¬ 
tian  to  win  men  to  Christ.  Indeed,  it  is 
the  Christian’s  supreme  quest. 

The  third  reason  I  mention  is  Jesus 
aet  the  example  of  evangelism.  Jesus  in 
this  did  as  He  did  in  other  things — set 
the  glorious  example.  He  was  the 
world's  greatest  evangelist.  He  said,  "As 
the  Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so  send 
I  you."  What  was  it  the  Father  sent 
Him  to  do?  Happily,  Jesus  tells  us,  “I 
came  to  seek  and  to  save  that  which 
was  lost.”  From  personal  experience  we 
know  the  difference  between  being  lost 
and  saved.  We  are  now  Christians.  That 
means  to  be  like  Jesus.  A  true  Christian 
will  seek  to  win  the  lost.  Christ  inspires 
His  followers  to  win  souls. 

The  fourth  reason  why  I  belieyp  in 
evangelism  is  Jesus  commanded  it,  and 
here  we  could  rest  our  case.  It  is  not 
left  to  our  individual  likings,  but  it  is  a 
positive  command  from  our  blessed 
Lord.  "Even  so  send  I  you.”  The  Great 
Commission  settles  the  question  for  all 
time.  It  is  the  will  of  God.  It  is  His 
plan.  It  is  His  method  of  winning  men 
to  Christ.  It  is  my  Conviction  that  the  lost 
hi  Mississippi  are  lost  366  days  a  year 
Just  the  same  as  they  are  lost  during  a 
revival  meeting.  It  is  our  business  to 
carry  the  Gospel  of  Christ  to  the  last 
man.  Oh,  for  a  blaze  of  evangelism 
across  Mississippi.  Our  Soul-winning 
Crusade  will  honor  Christ,  will  streng¬ 
then  our  churches,  will  make  Mississippi 
a  better  state,  will  stir  us  in  our  efforts 
to  tell  the  story  of  a  crucified  Savior. 
May  each  and  all  go  into  the  business 
of  winning  the  lost  as  never  before,  re¬ 
membering  the  words  of  Jesus,  ”1  must

VETERAN  MISSIONARY  CALLED 
HOME 

(Foreign  Mission  Board) 

With  the  passing  of  Mrs.  W.  B.  Bag  by 
to  Pernambuco.  Brazil,  December  24. 
1942,  Southern  Baptists  mourn  one  of 
their  most  faithful  pioneers  in  mission¬ 
ary  service.  Anne  Luther  Bagby  was 
born  In  Kansas  City,  Missouri  In  1859 
(March  20th).  She  graduated  from  Lex¬ 
ington  Female  College  in  her  native  state, 
but  went  to  Texas  where  she  became  a 
teacher  in  Baylor  College.  She  was. 


however.  Interested  in  the  Investment  of 
her  life  In  missionary  endeavor,  so  alter 
her  marriage  to  William  B.  Bagby  in 
October  1880,  it  was  only  the  culmination 
of  a  dream  when  she  sailed  with  her 
husband  two  months  later  (December) 
for  Brazil.  There  she  spent  the  major 
part  of  her  useful  life.  It  was  not  an 
easy  task  when  the  young  missionary 
couple  arrived  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  but  they 
were  willing  to  bear  persecution  and  to 
expend  any  amount  of  energy  for  the 
cause  to  which  they  had  dedicated  their 
lives.  Hence  the  blessing  with  which  the 
Lord  attended  teir  efforts  and  the  pro¬ 
gress  which  was  made  in  Rio  de  Janeiro 
were  not  surprising.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bag¬ 
by  became  leaders  in  the  educational 
work  in  San  Paulo.  Then  the  pioneer 
spirit  still  prevailed,  when  in  the  later 
years  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Bagby  led  in  estab¬ 
lishing  the  mission  staUon  at  Porto  Ale¬ 
gre.  The  spirit  of  the  woman  is  evident 
in  the  fact  that  all  five  of  her  children 
followed  in  her  train  as  missionaries:  T. 
C„  Albert,  Mrs.  W.  C.  (Helen)  Harrhon! 
Mrs.  Harley  S.  (Alice)  Smith,  and  Mrs. 
S.  M.  Sowell  (deceased).  Dr.  Bagby  died

WIGGINS  BAPTIST  CHURCH  MOVES 
FORWARD 

A  few  years  ago  the  Wiggins  Baptist 
CXiurch  decided  to  set  aside  all  fifth 
Sunday  offerings  as  a  building  fund  in 
the  hope  of  launching  a  building  program 
later.  In  April  of  1941,  the  church  voted 
to  put  on  a  campaign  tor  raising  funds, 
in  addition  to  the  fifth  Sunday  plan,  in 
order  to  hasten  the  building  program. 
The  results  enabled  the  church  to  begin 
actual  work  on  one  unit  of  the  new  build¬ 
ing  about  July  1,  1941.  By  prayer  and 
faith,  hard  work  and  liberal  giving,  we 
were  able  to  finish  the  Sunday  School 
building  by  early  fall  of  the  same  year. 
By  this  time  our  funds  were  exhausted, 
but  the  faith  of  the  people  was  much 
stronger.  We  did  not  stop  for  lack  of 
funds,  but  proceeded  to  demolish  the  old 
building  and  begin  work  on  the  main 
auditorium.  During  the  time  of  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  the  new  building  the  church  has 
kept  up  its  gifts  to  the  Cooperative  pro¬ 
gram  and  to  many  other  free-will  offer¬ 
ings.  Now,  the  building  is  practically 
completed,  only  a  few  finishing  touches 
to  be  done,  and  it  is  all  paid  for.  The 
construction  of  the  building  has  been 
done  by.  and  under  the  supervision  of 
two  faithful  and  consecrated  deacons. 
It  is  a  beautiful  and  convenient  build¬ 
ing  with  twenty-one  rooms  in  addition 
to  the  main  auditorium  and  balcony. 
The  new  building  is  a  monument  to  the 
members  of  the  church,  and  a  credit 
to  the  entire  community.  Later,  we 
shall  furnish  our  Record  readers  a  brief 
history  of  the  church,  a  picture  of  the 
building,  and  an  announcement  of  the 
dedicatory  services. 

The  church  adopted  its  budget  for  the 
ensuing  year  with  a  considerable  in¬ 
crease  over  the  year  1942.  The  Every 
Family  Plan  for  the  Baptist  Record  was 
adopted.  This  was  done  at  the  request 
of  the  budget  committee,  and  not  at  the 
request,  or  even  the  suggestion  of  the 
pastor,  but  very  much  to  his  joyful  ap¬ 
proval.  The  Holy  Spirit  led  the  commit¬ 
tee  and  church  to  adopt  this  plan. 

Not  only  did  the  church  increase  its 
budget  and  adopt  the  Every  Family 
Plan  for  the  Record,  but  very  gracious¬ 
ly  voted  a  nice  increase  in  the  pastor's 
salary.  For  this,  and  many  other  kind 
favors  shown  the  pastor  and  his  family 
r-e  indebted  and  grateful  to  the  Lord 
and  this  good  church.  The  people  have

“|  the  outside  of  the  building;  hence  it  waa 
not  necessary  for  Nlcodemus  even  to  pass 
I  through  the  house.  His  visit  to  Jesus  on 
|  that  gusty  spring  night  was  absolutely 
private.  Note  three  things: 

1.  The  theme  was  regeneration.  The 
greeting  of  Nicodemus  put  him  in  the 
attitude  of  a  learner,  ready  for  what¬ 
ever  instruction  Jesus  might  give. 
J  “Rabbi,  we  know  that  thou  art  a  teacher 
come  from  God :  for  no  man  can  do  these 
miracles  that  thou  doest,  except  God  be 
with  him.”  With  the  way  thus  open  for 
his  teaching,  Jesus  in  response  laid  bare 
the  fundamental  fact  in  true  religion: 
Except  a  man  be  bom  again,  he  cannot 
5  »ee  the  kingdom  of  God.”  The  necessity 
'  of  the  new  birth  presses  upon  this  aged 
“  theologian  with  no  less  force  than  upon 
“  vicious  and  the  lowly. 

(2)  The  meaning  was  spirituality.  The 
inwardness  of  religion  was  covered  over 
B  with  dense  extemalism.  and  it  was  com¬ 
monly  held  that  the  formal  Jew  would 
without  change  of  heart  be  admitted  as  a 
worthy  subject  of  the  messianic  reign. 
But  at  one  stroke  Jsus  shears  away  all 
extemalism  and  demands  a  new  birth 
Nicodemus  is  startled  and.  in  his  ques^ 

*  UoQ.  blunders  toward  the  truth  over  a 
physical  impossibility:  “How  can  a  man 

•  be  bora  when  he  is  old?”  In  reply  Jesus 
.  repeats  his  former  assertion,  adding  a 

few  words  as  to  the  nature  of  the  new 
birth:  “Except  a  man  be  bora  of  water 
and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into 
the  kingdom  of  Ood.”  Whatever  may  be 
the  reference  of  “water”  here,  the  teach¬ 
ing  of  the  passage  is  that  the  new  birth 
is  spiritual.  Between  the  physical  and 
f.PLntUaI  our  Lord  draws  the  contrast: 
•That  which  is  bom  of  the  flesh  is  flesh- 
and  that  which  is  bom  of  the  Spirit  is 
spirit.”  And  why  should  there  be  marvel 
at  this?  The  whispering  winds  of  that 
April  night  illustrated  it;  they  were  in¬ 
visible  to  human  eye  and  impossible  of 
construction  by  human  force,  and  yet 
by  their  effects  they  were  clearly  per- 
*  every  one  15  ^ 

(3)  The  method  was  faith.  In  some 
measure,  at  least,  Nicodemus  now  under¬ 
stood  what  was  necessary,  but  the  meth- 
od  of  attaining  unto  it  was  still  incompre- 
henslble  t°  him.  “How  can  these  things 
be?  T^le  reply  of  Jesus  opens  with  a 
mild  reproach:  "At  thou  a  master  of 
Israel,  and  knowest  not  these  things?”

WHEELS,  ROLLING  AND  RUMBLING

“Keep  ’Em  Flying”  has  been  a  slo¬ 
gan  often  heard  since  our  war  pro¬ 
gram  has  gotten  .  underway.  Another 
slogan  not  heard  so  often  but  as  vital 
to  our  national  welfare  just  now  is, 
“Keep  ’Em  Rolling.” 

To  “Keep  ’Em  Rolling”  we  must 
have  wheels  on  our  rolling  stock  and 
many  of  these  wheels  must  have  tires. 
Our  transportation  system  has  the 
largest  moving  problem  right  now  in 
the  world's  history.  Every  one  from 
Coordinator  Joseph  B.  Eastman  of  the 
Office  of  Defense  Transportation 
(O.D.T.)  to  the  railroad  engineer  and 
the  bus  driver  is  doing  his  job  well, 
.considering  the  many  handicaps 
placed  on  them  by  our  all-out  national 
war  effort. 

Some  interesting  figures  have  been 
recently  released  by  the  OJD.T.  giving 
s  us  some  idea  of  the  problems  that  we 
k  are  facing  In  transportation  for  the 
f  duration.  These  figures  reveal  27,000,- 
000  autos,  6,000,000  trucks,  150,000 

*  busses  and  50,000  taxi-cabs.  All  of 
j  these  are  rolling  on  rubber  and  there 
j  Is  precious  little  rubber  for  replace¬ 
ment  of  some  35,000  tire  trucks  and 
busses  alone  are  wearing  out  daily. 

f  There  are  also  the  extra  burdens  of 

•  transportation  placed  on  the  railroad 
t  like  the  moving  of  approximately  1,- 
i  000,000  troops  monthly.  Another  big 
i  problem  is  that  of  getting  oil  and  gas¬ 
oline  to  the  East  by  rail,  because  of 
the  U-boat  sinkings  of  oil  tankers. 

The  Office  of  Defense  Transporta¬ 
tion  estimates  that  if  every  street  car 
and  bus  in  America  were  loaded  to 
capacity  day  and  night  they  still  could 
not  take  care  of  a  fractional  part  of 
the  necessary  travel  that  our  62,000,- 
000  workers  will  require  during  the 
New  Year.  Facing  these  facts,  the 
regulations  and  restrictions  placed  on 
us  seem  reasonable,  such  as  a  35  mile 
per  hour  speed  limit  and  gasoline  ra¬ 
tioned  in  small  quantities.  Therefore, 
let’s  help  keep  every  wheel  In  America 
rolling,  rolling  to  Victory,  rolling  and 
rumbling  without  grumbling.

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From  the  Western  Recorder  we  learn 
that  the  Parochial  School  Bus  Law 
which  was  passed  by  the  1940  session 
of  the  Kentucky  legislature  to  enable 
private  and  religious  schools  to  re¬ 
quire  transportation  of  their  pupils  In 
Public  Schools  buses,  has  been  declar¬ 
ed  unconstitutional  by  a  unanimous 
opinion  of  the  Kentucky  Board  of  Ap¬ 
peals.  Attorney  Robert  Hubbard,  a 
member  of  the  Walnut  Street  Baptist 
Church,  Louisville,  who  fought  this 
case  through  to  the  end,  is  to  be  con¬ 
gratulated,  and  the  Court  of  Appeals 
has  rendered  an  opinion  that  should 
go  far  to  maintaining  the  separation 
of  church  and  state.
